The 
little son of P ren tis, a boy about 3 
years of age, who had run down the 
street behind his father threw his 


residence at the tim e of the m urder 
corroborated Mrs. N ash’s story. Said 
he did not go to the woman till aft­ 
er she was dead and that Prentis 
walked away from the scene w ith­ 
out paying any attention to his lit­ 
tle son, who had followed him and 
was holding his m other around the 
neck. 
Mr. Nash in his testim ony corrob­ 
orated the statem ents of the previous 
witnesses.

idea. Because of the election of June 
ll establishing the capitol in Okla­ 
homa City, it is not likely any thing 
will be done with Senator R ussell’s 
idea for locating the capitol. 
The two m easures initiated by the 
legislature are: Repeal of article nine 
section nine, which is to encourage 
dom estic concerns in building more 
railroads, and a provision proposed 
by Senator Campbell Russell to ap­ 
portion all school taxes paid by pub­ 
lic service corporations through the 
county in which they are paid instead 
of the taxes being used exclusively 
by the school districts in which the 
public service corporations are lo­ 
cated. 
The referendum vote is for the ap­ 
proval or rejection of house bill No. 
120 approving the general and pri­ 
m ary election law. 
Already a deep interest has been 
m anifested in three or four of the 
proposed m easures and it is probable 
th at some of them may creep into the 
election issues, notw ithstanding the 
efforts of the leaders to keep all the 
constitutional 
questions 
free 
from 
party discussion.

INTERESTING FACTS 
AUUUT COUNTY SBHUULS 


Superintendent Pierce’s annual re­ 
port ju st completed shows that in 
Pontotoc county there was a total 
of 8,317 pupils enum erated in 
the 
scholastic census for last year. Of 
these there were 7.903 white pupils, 
of whom 3,942 were boys and 3,961 
w ere girls. There were 419 negroes. 
199 boys and 220 girls. 
The 
actual 
enrollm ent 
in 
the 
schools showed a total of 7,035. Of 
this num ber 6,583 were whites and 
255 negroes. There were 3,+82 white 
boys and 3,101 white girls, 129 ne­ 
gro boys and 126 negro girls. 
Outside of Ada HO teachers were 
employed in the schools of the coun­ 
ty. There was paid to them in salar­ 
ies the sum of $38,266. Taxes paid by 
the sixty-one districts, $34,005. Bonds 
issued, $32,678. School houses built, 
24. Value of same $58,563. Certifi­ 
cates issued: F irst grade, 14; 
sec­ 
ond. 35; third. 37.

SURETY COMPANIES 


MUST PU 


In a decision rendered yesterday 
by the supreme court of Oklahoma 
the contention of Governor Haskell 
that surety companies bonding banks 
to secure deposits of public funds 
should assume losses of funds which 
they have been paid to become re­ 
sponsible for was fully sustained, 
again making it evident that this 
state is fortunate in having a chief 
executive who is thoroughly conver­ 
sant 
with 
business affairs and 
a 
man of determination. 
When the Columbia Bank & Trust 
company failed it was carrying var­ 
ious deposits of public funds from 
county treasuries and the school de­ 
partment wrhich had been secured by 
the bonds 
of 
security 
companies. 
Hhese companies forthwith demanded 
that the state banking board pay 
such deposits out of the bank’s as­ 
sets and from the bank guaranty 
fund. 
Governor Haskell .refused to per­ 
mit such payments to be made, con 
tending ttjat as the law of the state 
does not collect a percentage for 
the guaranty fund out of bank de­ 
posits that are secured by surety 
company bonds and that, as the sure­ 
ty companies receive an annual prem 
turn from the bank for assuming re­ 
sponsibility of guaranteeing such de­ 
posits, they could not in case of loss 
unload this responsibility upon thf 
bank guaranty fund. 
In the district court the governor’s 
opinion wa3 overruled. The governor 
refused to abide by the court’s rul­ 
ing and directed Judge Ledbetter 
acting as attorney for the state bank. 
ing board in these cases, to appeal 
the case to the supreme court ol 
the state, with the result that the 
highest court of the state has bus-;

Muskogee, Okla., Sept. 12.—A. Cl 
W. Sango, the negro leader, who call­ 
ed a state convention of negroes at 
the negro town of Boley to fight the 
grandfather amendment, has return­ 
ed to Muskogee with the statement 
that “you can’t do any business in a 
nigger town and that the only place 
for a nigger convention to be held 
Is where there are white officers to 
keep order.” This followed 
an 
at­ 
tempted meeting at Boley last Thurs­ 
day, which was broken up and ad­ 
journed to meet in Weleetka. A meet­ 
ing that passed a resolution endors­ 
ing the party of Lincoln, Grant, Mc­ 
Kinley, Roosevelt and Jim Harris, and 
condemning President Taft 
as 
the 
“only republican president who had 
repudiated the platform on which he 
was elected.” 
There was big doings at Boley. The 
convention was called for the pur­ 
pose of raising funds and organizing 
to oppose the enforcement of the 
grandfather clause amendment to the 
constitution at the November elec­ 
tion. 
But there was no organizing, 
except the convention was adjourned 
with a six-shooter, and the only mon­ 
ey that was raised was 
-fo’ 
bits” 
which Sango put up for coal oil to 
light the First Baptist church, and 
later $2.50 for the use of an air- 
dome. After he had paid for the oil 
to light the church he found that 
the church door had been barred and 
when he rented the airdome he dis­ 
covered that the “opposition” had pil­ 
ed stones, a ton of them, on the roof 
of an adjoining building, to 
toss 
dowrn on the heads of the convention 
if it didn’t suit them. 
The convention was called to or­ 
der by Sango and some committees 
were appointed among them a resolu­ 
tion committee. 
It was this com­ 
mittee that brought out the endorse­ 
ment of Jim Harris and the censure 
x>f Taft. The adoption of this report 
broke up the meeting. Sango refused 
to recognize a man who wanted to 
speak on the resolution, and there 
was an up roar. 
About 200 citizens of Boley had 
teen sworn in as special peace offi­ 
cers in advance. All carried 
six- 
shooters. While Sango waited for the 
turmoil to subside, a big negro ap­ 
proached from the side and announc­ 
ed. “Ab am the chairman of dis con­ 
vention an’ she ani adjourned.” 
Sango looked around to see who 
had taken charge of his meeting. The 
new chairman was toying with a big 
bone 
handled 
six-shooter, 
and 
as 
Sango looked up and saw a gang 
ready to start the stonse tumbling 
from the roof, he informed all who 
could hear that he guessed the meet­ 
ing was adjourned. 
It was. For at that time a ballyho 
band hired for the purpose came 
along by the convention, promising a 
free show’ out at the edge of town. 
The delegates followed the band off 
and that was the last that Sango 
saw of his convention. 
“It was Jim Harris who put out 
the poison” says Sango. “'He hired 
that 
white lawyer, Chappel, 
from 
Guthrie to go down and load up for 
me. Harris wanted the niggers to 
put up some money for the cam­ 
paign committee instead of giving it 
to the purpose of defending the ne­ 
groes.” 
Chappel did a good job. Not only 
was the negro town of Boley load­ 
ed against the convention, but it was 
armed, and the visitors were met 
With the pleasant announcement that 
the jail just over the hill was wait­ 
ing for them. There were more peo­ 
ple in Boley than there were dele­ 
gates, and they were carrying six- 
shooters. It w-as soon apparent that 
Chappel had done his work well, if 
his chief motive was to control the 
convention. 
After nightfall, when they thought 
it safe, Sango and a number of the 
faithful gathere together and decid­ 
ed that the only thing to do was to 
go to Weleetka, where there were 
white officers to keep the peace. Thi3 
they did and the following morning 
twenty four of them met in Weleetka 
and organized the Negro Civic League 
cf Oklahoma, with the following offi­ 
cers; A. G. W. Sango, of Muskogee, 
president; Ernest 
D. 
Lenwood 
of 
(Muskogee, secretary; J. Grooms, Ok­ 
lahoma City, vice president and Wil­ 
liam Hogan, Chickasha, treasurer. 
Sango says that if there is ever 
another convention called by the or­ 
ganization it will be called in a

'Explaining his plan, Mr. Lichty said 
that in every thoroughly cultivated 
apple orchard there are trees which 
stand out for yielding most of the 
prize winners at national and state 
shows. Scions are taken from these 
and transferred to other trees by 
budding and grafting, thus raising 
the quality. The trees are recorded 
upon an orchard plat, then regis­ 
tered and a pedigree is issued to the 
grower. 
“I do not claim that all trees so 
grown will produce premium-winning 
fruit,” he added, “as that cannot be 
said of pedigreed live stock; but th** 
experience of the foremost growers 
in the Northwest and other parts of 
the United States and Canada will 
show that a greater percentage of 
high grads trees is raised by follow­ 
ing a common sense system than by 
orcharding in the old haphazard way. 
My own experiments prove there are 
superior strains of the several va­ 
rieties of stdhd apple trees.”
